John Dingell, of Detroit, who has 
pushed the seaway project continuously 
for 18 years. 
Dingell has asked that the resolution be 
resubmitted, this time in amended form 
to provide for an appropriation of $100,000 
to support the project. 
In tabling the resolution, the state Sen­ 
ate’s business committee took a cue from 
the railroad lobby that has been fighting 
the project. The committee certainly did 
not 
properly 
reflect popular opinion in 
Michigan on this issue. 
The residents of 
Michigan on the whole are familiar with 
the advantages that the seaway 
would 


Yalta Decisions 
Were Fateful Errors 
JkjOTHING is easier than hindsight. It is 
the simplest matter to look back on 
great political and military decisions which 
turned sour and to point out just what 
should have been done by those who had 
the responsibility of deciding. 
However, 
certain 
of 
these 
decisions 
stand out as mountainous examples of er­ 
rors of judgment. In view of a great many 
people, the agreement which 
President 
Roosevelt and Premier Churchill conclud­ 
ed with Stalin at Yalta, early in 1945, falls 
into that sorry category. There are some 
who still defend Yalta — particularly in 
view of the world situation at that time, 
and the problems which confronted Roose­ 
velt and Churchill in their dealings with 
the Soviet dictator. 
But it Is now rather 
generally believed that the historians will 
give Yalta a high, perhaps a preeminent 
place, when they come to chronicling the 
rise and spread of world communism. 
William Henry Chamberlin, the distin­ 
guished historian and foreign correspond­ 
ent, recently devoted one of his Wall Street 
Journal columns to Yalta and the fruits of 
that fateful conference. In the course of it 
he said, “It was an illusion that the total­ 
itarian threat to America could be banish­ 
ed by helping the oldest and largest total­ 
itarian state in the world to swell far be­ 
yond its legitimate ethnic boundaries. It 
was an illusion to believe that a powerful, 
heavily armed Soviet Union would play 
the role of cooperative do - gooder in a 
shattered and impoverished Eurasia. 
It 
was an illusion to believe that the balance 
of powrer could be destroyed in Europe and 
Asia without involving the gravest danger 
to America’s own national security. It wras 
an illusion to believe that Chiang Kai-shek 
was worth backing to the extent of in­ 
volvement in a costly w ar against Japan 
and not W’orth lifting a finger for when he 
was threatened by the Kremlin-sponsored 
Chinese Communists. 
It was an Illusion 
that these Communists were nice agrarian 
reformers, 
Jeffersonian democrats, 
who 
scarcely knew7 there was such a place as 
Moscow.” 
What motives can account for the enor­ 
mous concessions the two great Western 
powders, then at their pinnacle of strength 
and prestige, made to Russia 
at 
Yalta? 
First of all, Mr. Roosevelt, especially, felt 
that it was vital to bring Russia into the 
Pacific war, almost regardless of the price 
demanded. Subsequent developments have 
shown that Russia 
contributed 
virtually 
nothing to this war and was not needed— 
but it must be said, in justice to the late 
president and his advisers, that he did not 
know that then, and that he had been told 
by the highest military authorities that an 
Invasion of Japan might result in a million 
casualties. Second, we were then allies of 
Russia and, on the surface at least, we 
were all friends and comrades looking for­ 
ward to a long era of peace and prosperity. 
Third, there was Mr. Roosevelt’s belief 
that he could handle Stalin in any future 
world development. But the president was 
mortal, and had not long to live. 
The extent to which illusion reigned at 
Yalta is also found in the fact that, with 
relatively few’ exceptions, 
the 
decisions 
made there found a strong favorable re­ 
action in public opinion in 
the 
Lrnited 
States and in Britain, 
and the Western 
participants came home 
as 
conquering 
heroes. And here, to a large extent, is why 
Yalta has, in the view' of thoughtful men, 
a strong bearing on the events of today. 
We were out-generaled—our statesman­ 
ship failed. The short-view’ took preced­ 
ence over the long-view. 
We won a wrar 
and lost the peace. 
The big thing now, 
these thoughtful men believe, is that the 
Unhappy example of Yalta not be forgot­ 
ten, and that the lessons we have learned 
from it help guide our statesmanship in 
the tut me.

1 
lf our own legislature refuses to back 
the seaway project, iK is understandable 
why so much difficulty has been encoun­ 
tered to get congressional authority for the 
project. The Michigan legislature, in effect, 
pulled the rug out from under the Michi­ 
gan congressional delegation on the sea­ 
way issue. It is no wonder that Hep. Din­ 
gell has been indignant by the legislature’s 
refusal to pass the resolution. 
Legislatures of ocean port states might 
be expected to oppose the St. Lawrence 
seaw’ay project as prejudicial to their self­ 
ish interests, but it is inconceivable that 
the Michigan legislature should fail to sup­ 
port the project. 


RFC Has Wandered 
From Its Objectives 
rp H E disclosures of ugly connivances by 
**• 
public officials to enable undeserving 
applicants to secure large RFC loans in­ 
dicate how far astray the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has wandered from 
the purposes for w’hich it was established. 
The RFC was created in the depression 
years to provide a means 
of 
credit 
for 
business firms W’hich were unable to get 
help from the banks. Many banks were in 
a precarious condition at the time. Unem­ 
ployment was widespread and it was re­ 
garded as within the public interest to pro­ 
vide government assistance 
to 
industry. 
The RFC undoubtedly was a great help in 
overcoming the disastrous effects of the 
depression. 
Then 
came 
World War II and a tre­ 
mendous expansion of industry in the war 
production effort. RFC served well in that 
program, too. 
Many of the activities of the RFC in the 
postwar period, however, are coated with 
a 
disagreeable 
odor. 
The 
government 
agency has loaned millions of dollars for 
business enterprises without any relation­ 
ship to “public interest.” 
Luxury hotels 
have been the beneficiary of some of these 
loans, made under conditions that reflect 
the influence of government officials in 
high places. In some instances the govern­ 
ment loans were made simply to get pri­ 
vate investors “off the hook.” 
The RFC was never designed to compete 
with private lending institutions and cer- 
trrfnly it was not conceived that govern­ 
ment financing W’ou ld be used to promote 
business firms without relationship to pub­ 
lic interest. A luxury hotel with a mini­ 
mum $30 a day room rate h a rd ly can qual­ 
ify as a business firm deserving of gov­ 
ernment financing within the public in­ 
terest.

They Can't Stop It They Can Sure Annoy It a Lot

PEC, 
YUGOSLAVIA—For most of one 
day I have driven along w’hat is sometimes 
called “the little iron curtain’’—the border 
w’here Yugoslavia and Albania meet, for 
Yugoslavia enjoys the unenviable distinc­ 
tion of being squeezed between two sec­ 
tions of the iron curtain with Bulgaria and 
Hungary on one side and Albania on the 
other. 
How tiny, primitive Albania—chiefly a 
Mohammedan 
country—happened to fall 
for Russian communism has always been a 
mystery to me. 
I lived on the Albanian 
border for two years after the first World 
War, once crossed it on horseback, and its 
people at that time w’ere rugged individ­ 
ualists w’ho hated all governments, includ­ 
ing their own. with the passion of Penn­ 
sylvania's high-tariff Joe Grundy. Perhaps 
the explanation is that Albania is a nation 
of extreme poverty where the people have 
nothing to lose by trying new experiments 
plus the fact that any nation torn by a 
never-ending series of wars is 
an 
easy 
mark for Communism. 
At any rate, the border between Rus­ 
sianized Albania and anti-Russian Yugo­ 
slavia now is studded with armed guards, 
and strangers are not permitted within 20 
kil(vmeters (about 12 Vi miles). 
I managed to remember enough of the 
local language to talk my w’ay past the 
first guard in the 
restricted 
zone 
and 
thereafter managed to talk my way past 
guards who stopped our jeep every half 
hour until we had passed through the old 
Turkish Albanian city of Prizerend, 
the 
border town of Jakovitza, 
and 
Decenv 
monastery—one of the oldest in Serbia, but 
it now bristles with armament. The iron 
curtain here is not of barbed wire as it is 
around most satellite countries but con­ 
sists of a steep mountain range, its base 
studded with troops. 
DOUBLE-CROSSING RUSSIANS 
My purpose in visiting this isolated, de­ 
solate part of the Balkans was partly sen­ 
timental, partly to see whether the United 
States is getting credit for its good pro­ 
gram, partly to gauge Yugoslav sentiment 
toward Russia and the United States in an 
area far from the official blarney handed 
out by the diplomats in Belgrade. 
Regarding the food program, the United 
States has given the Yugoslav government 
$60,000,000 worth of flour with the under­ 
standing that they sell it through their reg­ 
ular ration system but. making it clear that 
the flour comes from us. Its distribution 
was organized under Richard Allen of Car­ 
mel. Calif., a former Hoover food man who 
has also arranged for American inspectors 
to travel through the country. I traveled 
part of the time with one of these inspec­ 
tors—efficient George Trett—as he inter­ 
viewed local officials and local farmers 
and it appears the United States is getting 
credit. 
Regarding Yugoslav feeling toward Rus­ 
sia,, it seems similar to that of the bride 
who has been jilted at the church and then 
watched her fiance marry another 
man. 
Yugoslav papers are filled with bitter de­ 
nunciations of Russia, reminding the peo­ 
ple that anyone who deals with Russia al­ 
ways gets double-crossed and even playing 
up the Russian double-cross history back 
to 1700 as lf it were hot first-page news 
today. 
Later, I heard Marshal Pijade, consider­ 
ed the father of Yugoslav communism, ad­ 
dress 50,000 peopile in one of the bitterest 
attacks I have ever heard against Russia. 
Pijade was jailed for 14 years by King 
Alexander, at which time he taught M arx­ 
ism to other Yugoslav leaders 
but 
now 
Moscow calls him “the hideous hunchback 
of Belgrade.” 
When I heard him he quoted Thomas 
Dewey, Walter Lippmann and Ernest Bev- 
in as proof that Russia is a brutal nation 
and that the United States and England 
are vigorously supporting Yugoslavia.

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC 


Q. 
I nominate for your Pronunciation 
clinic the word “premier.” 
Why do we 
hear so many different pronunciation for 
it on the radio?—Mrs. S. P. C. 
A. I don’t have the answer to that ques­ 
tion. except to say that “the radio” is not 
at fault—it’s the people who talk on the 
radio that mispronounce the words. 
We 
hear great masses of people on the air in 
these days, and most are not trained speak­ 
ers. Generally speaking, however, the pro­ 
fessional broadcasters are pretty accurate 
in their pronouncements. 
Now let’s talk about the word premier. 
First of all, the word is French, in which 
language it is pronounced prum-YAY. 
It 
means “the first in time, rank, or quality; 
the first minister of state." 
In 
French 
premier is masculine. The feminine form 
is premiere, pronounced: prum-YEHR. 
Now premier entered English a long time 
ago, and the British pronunciation, as rec­ 
orded by the Oxford English Dictionary, 
became PREM-yer, or PREEM-yer. 
But in Standard American speech the 
prevailing pronunciation in all levels of 
speech was and still is: pri-MEER. There­ 
fore, pri-MEER is the correct American 
pronunciation. 
However, your dictionary 
may not even list pri-MEER. With typical 
and scholarly reluctance to report estab­ 
lished American pronunciations, your dic­ 
tionary will doubtless prefer the British 
PREM-yer or PREEM-yer. 
Here is a word’s-eye view of premier as 
shown by eleven accepted American dic­ 
tion aries: 
First choice of nine and second choice 
of two: PREEM-yer. 
Second choice of six and third choice of 
two: PREM-yer. 
Now this is another example of diction­ 
ary inertia, and a far too heavy reliance on 
British usage. I hope to live to see the day 
when American dictionaries will become 
frankly and honestly American, instead of 
being dim carbon copies of the British Ox - 
lord in matters of pronunciation. I’d like to 
see our dictionaries whistle “Yankee Doo­ 
dle, ' instead of opening each pa£e witii a 
reverent “God Save the King.”

CAMP PICKETT, Va.—(NEA) 
—This sooty, shabby reactivated 
World War II Army camp is vivid 
proof that the U. S. Army is ex­ 
panding just about as fast as .'t 
can—if not a little too fast. 
Fortunately, variations of the 
Camp Pickett story are unfolding 
only about a dozen places around 
the 
U. S. 
All-out 
mobilization 
right now would find the Pickett 
story multiplied a couple of hun­ 
dred times around the nation. 
The Army learned in the last 
war that you aren’t necessarily 
mobilizing when you put millions 
o men in camps just to sit wait­ 
ing for training equipment 
and 
instructors to arrive. 
Somehow 
supply 
has 
never 
quite 
caught 
up 
with demand 
since Pickett 
was reopened six 
months ago. 
The 
New 
Engand 
43rd National Guard division ar­ 
rived before the dilapidated bar­ 
racks had been nailed back to­ 
gether. Doors bung on one hinge. 
Gaping holes in the roofs let in 
the rain.
